BOULDER DAM, Nev., Feb. 1.— 


A three million-pound gate sank 
gradually into the waters of the 
Colorado River today to form a 
new lake, the largest ever made by 
man.

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POISON IN EARTH 
OF VICTIM’S GRAVE 
WOULD KILL MANY 
Witness at Hungarian Trial 


Says Soil Is Still Impreg- 
nated After 20 Years. 


By the Associated Press, 

DEBRECZEN, Hungary, Feb. 1.— 
Handfuls of earth from the soil sur- 
rounding the body of a poisoning 
victim of 20 years ago, still con- 
tained enough poison to kill several 
men, a witness testified yesterday 
at the trial of nine women accused 
of murdering their husbands. The 
1915 victim was alleged to have 
been killed by Mrs. John Nagy, 72 
years old, who remained immobile 
as the public prosecutor declared 
she would go to the gallows in the 
next two weeks. 

It was disclosed that the body of 
Mrs. Nagy’s 13-year-old grandson, 
alleged to have been poisoned in 
1931, contained enough poison even 
after four years to kill several per- 
sons. A medical professor said that 
in most cases he found from. the 
examination of exhumed bodies that 
the wives had given their husbands 
enough poison to kill 20 oxen. 

The wierdest evidence of all in- 
troduced were the heavy iron stove- 
lids removed from the coffins.

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FLETCHER ATTACKS 
HUGE RELIEF FUND 


G. O. P. Chairman Says Ad- 
ministration Will Use It to 
Get Legislation It Desires. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 1. — Henry P. 
Fletcher, chairman of the Repub- 
lican National Committee, sees the 
administration’s $4,880,000,000 relief 
appropriation as aiding President 
Roosevelt “not only in securing the 
legislation he desires, but in influ- 
encing the election in 1936.” 

The Republican chairman, in an

“I strongly suspect,” he asserted,

will have, not only in securing the 
legislation he desires, but in influ- 
encing the election of 1936.

CONVENTION COMPLETES 


PHILIPPINE CONSTITUTION 


Charter Expected to be Used for 
Ten Years Preceding Com- 
plete Independence.

MANILA, Feb. 1—The constitu- 
tional convention last night com- 
pleted drafting of the charter for 
a commonwealth government of the 
Philippines and recessed to Tues- 
day, before approving the docu- 
ment as a whole. 

The Filipino leaders hope to ob- 
tain President Roosevelt's approval 
of the constitution and to establish 


this year a 10-year government pre- | 


ceding complete independence from | 
the United States. | 

The convention decided in favor | 
of a one-house legislature of 98) 
members. It. provided that the 
commonwealth’s President should | 
receive a salary of $15,000 yearly. | 

A provision to restrict retail trade | 
to Filipinos and Americans was re- 
jected. Th provision, designed to 
remove Chinese and Japanese from 
competition, was objected to by 
Manuel Quezon, who is expected to 
be the first President of the com- 
monwealth government. 

Women, enfranchised by the 1933 
Legislature, will vote for common- 
wealth officials, but if they are to| 
retain the ballot they must poll 
300,000 votes in a subsequent spe- 
cial election. 


DEMILLE WINS S TAX APPEAL 


WASHINGTON, Fel Feb. 1.—Cecil B. 
Demille, motion picture producer, 
was upheld by the Board of Tax 
Appeals yesterday in his fight 
against Federal tax claims exceed- 
fme $1,500,000. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau 
had contended that the Cecil B.] 
Demille Productions, Inc., owed 
$1,486,317 for accumulating sur-| 
pluses beyond the reasonable needs| 
of business to avoid surtaxes by 
stockholders.

in additional income taxes for 1924 
to 1930.

duced 1000 pounds or more of but- 
terfat, says Prof. E. S. Savage of the 
department of animal husbandry.

REPLICA OF CLOSET 
IN COMFORT SUIT 


Model of Place Where Major 
Was Killed Used 
Insurance Trial. 


A replica of the closet before 
which Maj. Norman B. Comfort 
was standing when he was shot and 
killed in his home in Ladue Vil- 
lage on Jan. 27, 1934, stood before 
a jury in Federal Judge Davis’ 
court today as testimony in suit by 
his wife for $15,000 on an accident 
policy was continued. 

The closet, corresponding in di- 
mensions with that in the Comfort 
home was prepared with the con- 
sent of the widow by counsel for 
the Columbia National Life Insur- 
ance Co., which is resisting the suit 
on the ground that Maj. Comfort, 
battalion commander of the 138th 
Infantry, during the World War, 
killed himself.

There was no “tatoo 
ing,” or dispersion of powder par- 
ticles, such as would have been 
present if the weapon had been 
fired from a greater distance, he 
testified. 

Continuing on the stand today, 
Dr. Harris described a series of 
experiments with Maj. Comfort’s re- 
volver. He said he fired into pieces 
of white kid leather and peices of 
human skin to determine the effect 
of the flame at various distances. 
Firing the weapon one-half inch 
aawy from human skin, he related, 
a powder mark was made which 
could be partly washed from the 
skin but there was a distinct brand 
around the edge of the bullet hole, 
accompanied by a hardening of the 
skin. 

A piece of skin from around 
Maj. Comfort’s wound was removed 
in the autopsy, Dr. Harris said, ex- 
hibiting a photograph of this sam- 
ple. He pointed out marks which, 
he asserted, indicated the revolver

Nary Phillips, expert 
pistol marksman and first witness 
for the defense, testified yesterday 
afternoon that in his opinion a 
weapon such as killed Maj. Com- 
fort could not be fired accidentally, 
because of the safety device in the 
butt, which he said must be gripped 
by the hand to be released. 

Attorney Woodward asked him 
if it would not be possible for the, 
concealed hammer to fall accident- 
ally if rust or heavy oil were in the 
mechanism and if, in so falling, 


it might not detonate the cart- 
ridge. Sergt. Phillips said he did | 
not think that if it did fall it would | 
fire the cartridge, because the strik- 
er pin would not be struck heavily 
enough. He said he did not know 
that the primer in cartridges was 
fulminate of mercury, a delicate 
explosive, as Woodward suggested. 

Woodward askd him if such a 


weapon might not fall from a shoul- 
der holster in an automobile, strike | 
the floor and be accidentally dis- | 
charged, the bullet passing through | 
the door. Phillips said it could not. |

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ASEBALL club — secretaries 
Bar busy these days, pouring 

over maps and time tables 
with railroad men. The season 
of travel is near and players and 
officials will be living in trunks 
and handbags half the time dur- 
ing the next seven months. 

Willis Johnson, secretary of the 
Browns, who broke into baseball 
with the St. Louis Federal League 
team, is among the city’s most 
seasoned travelers, having been 
looking after the hotel and trans- 
portation needs of ball players for 
21 years. 

Willis reached for a pencil 
when asked how many miles he 
had traveled with the Federals 
and Browns. He consulted a 
memorandum book, dealing with 
the 1934 season and put down 
some figures. 

On the first 1934 trip the 
Browns went to Cleveland, then 
to Boston, to New York, to Phila- 
delphia to Washington and back 
to St. Louis. The railroad mileage 
for the journey totaled 2564. After 
a stand at home the Browns went 
to Chicago and Cleveland and 
Johnson's note book speedometer 
showed 1174 more miles. Two 
Detroit-Chicago tours added 2024 
and the season had barely start- 
ed. 

When the uniforms were turned 
in in October the book showed 
that the Browns had journeyed 
15,223 miles during the American 
League season. Tacking on the 
Florida training trip brought the 
total to 18,421 miles. 

“I’ve been doing that for 21 
years,” Johnson pointed out, “and 
pencil and paper show the 
total for the years would be 386,- 
841 miles. I believe the distance 
around the world is about 25,000, 
so I guess I’ve traveled the equiv- 
alent of 15 trips around the 
globe.” 

Was Willis weary of traveling? 

“On the contrary, I’m looking 
forward eagerly to the start of a 
new season. The Florida -trip is 
the most pleasant, of course, but 
IT like the summer trips, too. And 
of course there's one thing we all 
look forward to.

The late Fielder Jones, then 
manager of the Feds, had madea 
trip to Havana and negotiated 
for the training trip, but unfor- 
tunately Fielder didn’t under- 
stand Spanish. Receipts of exhi- 
bition games were to be split 50- 
o0, but after the first game the 
Cuban promoter stacked up all 
currency and American money 
and stowed it away in the safe. 
He piled up Cuban pesos for the 
ball club and Willis, despite his 
best complaining, had to pack his 
share back in a suitcase. 

When he reached the hotel he 
learned why the division had been 
that way. The pesos were worth 
only 99 cents. When he deposited 
the pesos at the hotel and applied 
them on the club’s bill, he was in- 
formed he owed the hotel 2 cents 
on every peso, to make it a dollar. 
When he complained more loudly 
an interpreter informed him that 
Jones had signed a contract call- 
ing for such a financial arrange- 
ment. 

That was a great training trip. 
Fielder Jones was a strict dis- 
ciplinarian. He was glad when 
the players were broke, figuring 
it minimized temptation. But the 
players ordered beer by the case 
and bribed the bell boys to let 
them pay the hotel by signing 
laundry slips, the club having 
agreed to pay the players’ laun- 
dry bills. Jones, looking over the 
hotel slips, was ‘startled to see 
some of his players with laundry 
bills of $20 or more a week,

Interchange of 
commerce is the life of trade, based on 
sound money and staple currency. A 
further inflation, without a lower tariff, 
will only cause further stagnation of 
trade.

All housekeepers know something 


of the difficulties of planning at- 
tractive, appetizing, wholesome and 
varied meals on a limited food bud— 
get.

Most of us like to have our com- 
pany dinners a little different from 
the ones we serve every day, yet 
there is the difficulty of adding to 
the cost or the work involved.
